1 firmly 
believe that we shall succeed; hut 
we must not foolisldy blink at the 
dangers by which w\e are threaten¬ 
ed, for that is the way to tail. 

“There are two or three sides to 
the question of Americanism, and 
two or three senses in which the 
word 'Americanism’ can l>e used to 
express the antithesis of what is 
wholesome ititd desirable. b* the 
first place, we want to be broadly 
American and national, as opposed 
to being local or sectional. There 
is a second side to this question of 
a broad Americanism, however.— 
The patriotism of the village or the 
lielfry is bad, but the IncK of all pa- 
triotism is even worse. One may 
fall very far short of treasou and 
,\et l>e an undesirable citizen in the 
community. The man who becomes 
Europeanized, who loses his power 
of doing good work on this side of 
the water, and who loses his love 
for his native land, is not a traitor; 
hul he is a silly aud undesirable cit 
•zed. He is emphatically a noxious 
element in our body politic as is the 
man who comes here from abroad 
and remains a foreigner. The third 
sense in which the word ‘American 
ism’may be employed is with refer 
dice to the. Americanizing of the 
new comers to our shores. We 
must Americanize them in every 
way—in speech, In political ideas 
and principles, and in their way of 
looking at the re a tin iis Iketween 
church and Brute. e welcome 
the German or the Irishman who 
becomes on American. We have 
no use for the German oi the Irish¬ 
man who remains such. We have 
no room for any people who do not 
act and vote simply as Americans, 
ami as nothing else. Moreover, we 
have as little use for |»eople who 
carry religious prejudices into our 
politics as for those who carry piej. 
udices of caste or nationality. 

“We stand unalterably in favor 
Of the public school system in its 
entirety. We believe that the Kn 
glisli, ami no other language, is 
that in which all school exescises 
should be conducted. We are a 
gainst any division of the school, 
fund, and against any appropria¬ 
tion of public money for sectarian 
purposes. We are against any rec 
ognition woatever by the State in 
any shape or form, of State-aided 
parochial schools. But we are e- 
qually opposed to any discrim mu 
fion against or fora mail because of 
his creed.”

OOHOL.—It is well known, says 
V Wins, Paris, March 31, that bran¬ 
dies improve with age. This isoue 
of the causes of the superiority of 
of the produncts made by themonks 
at Grand Chartreuse, for they are 
able to keep brandy of tire first 
quality in their grottos ten > ears or 
more, while it is acquiring tt* flavor 
Tliis requires, however, a large cap 
ital, and M. Raoul Pictet, of *.iene- 
va, whose researched in the phe¬ 
nomena of intense cold are so well 
known, hoping to obtain a similar 
effect in less time, Inis subjected to 
the action of very low temperatures 
some fine Italian brandy sent to 
his laboratory at Beilin lor the pur¬ 
pose by ilie Italian Government.— 
Treated progressively to tempera 
mres finally exceeding —200° C — 
about that of interplanetary space 
—the spirit became a buttery, semi 
crystalline mass, and when it had 
returned to its normal temperature 
it had acquired the hnquet usually 
due to keeping for several years.— 
So little is known by chemists of 
the const itution of the alcohols that 
it is ini possible to descrilte in chem¬ 
ical language the change that takes 
place. .Brandy con tapis, besides 
ordinary ethyl alcohol, small quan¬ 
tities other higher alcohols, and 
several acids, not to mention glyce 
rill and various coloring matters 
and aromatic bodies. The cold 
produces perhaps certain phenome¬ 
na of etherification and depuration 
and it is not improbable that it has 
tens the transformation of those 
aldehydes and acids that give to 
new brandy its disagreeable taste, 
it must las added that for this pro 
cess, as for that which takes place 
naturally in comae of time, only the 
liest spirits must tie used. Bat after 
all, says G7>*mo#, we cannot see the 
advantage that liunuinity will de 
rive from this discovery. Brandy 
will Income better, more of It will 
l>e consumed, alcoholism will in¬ 
crease—and it is dificult to see 
what society will have gained.
